Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination.

In the instant case, subcombination I has 
separate utility such as an articulator for designing artificial teeth, subcombination II has 
separate utility such as diagnosing jaw movements and subcombination III has separate 
utility of recording jaw movements.
